WASHINGTON, Oct. 223.—The 
problem of obtaining settlers for 
government reclamation projects 
was declared by Secretary Work 
in reviewing his department for 
1926, to be the most dificult of all 
reclamation problems.

GS OF COMMERCE 

All signs point to a tremendous ex- 
pansion in the near future of American 
commercial aviation. The airplane has 
reached the stage of development the auto- 
mobile achieved twenty years ago and from 
now on the science of flying promises to 
equal the record made by the science of mo- 
toring in the last two decades. A compart- 
son of the first horseless carriage with the 
latest model of the modern automobile is 
no more startling than will be the airplane 
of 1940 contrasted to the flying machines of 
1920. 


Plans made by the United States Post- 
office rtment for extending and better- 
ing the airmail service may have given 
American commercial aviation the impetus 
everywhere discernible in the increased ac- 
tivity among airplane manufacturers and 
the new interest awakened in air lanes and 
air travel. At any rate, the slump in com- 
mercial aviation that has existed here since 
the Wilson administration's war-plane build- 
ing flasco has disappeared and American 
business and initiative have at last made 
themselves felt in fitting peace wings to 
American commerce. 

The deal just completed between the Post- 
office Department and Western Air Express, 
Inc., to start a daily air-mafl service be- 
tween Los Angeles and Salt Lake City by 
January 1, 1926, marks another importaut 
forward step in the progress of commercial 
aviation, one that will be of inestimable 
benefit to Southern California. The speed- 
ing up of mail connections between Los Ange- 
les and eastern points should. if our business 
houses take full advantage of the benefit con- 
ferred, lead to an increased volume of trade 


the American public the city that 
manufactures them will receive the same 
reward that Detroit has won through estab- 
lishing itself as the world's greatest motor- 
car-Duilding center. 

Of course, the constructing of a few 
planes for the Postoffice Department ig sot 
in iteelf a particularly spectacular event.
